Regarding independent claims 15 and 45, are similar in scope, the prior art of records do 
not show a pattern correcting method of a mask for manufacturing a semiconductor device 
comprising the limitations "giving a variable correction amount to the correction portion in 
accordance with the surrounding environment, the variable correction amount being in line width 
given to the overlapped portion, wherein the line width is increased by (i) an integer multiple of a 
design grid width in accordance with the space width and (ii) a misalignment amount." in 
combination with other limitations of the claims.
